On Sunday morning the Municipal 
plow arrived in Irma and began 
work on a large drift 6. feet. in 
depth extending all the way along 
Main street from the Masson resi- 
dence down past the gate of the 
Johnson thouse. It took ‘tthe plow a 
good hour to force its way through 
this long drift and a number of 
folks came out to:watch it work. 
The plow then proceeded north ito 
attempt to clear the road leading 
to Mannville. After struggling alll 
day it reached the correction line 
7 miles north of Irma at 10 p.m. 

The highways were all in very 
bad condition. On Tuesday: of this 
week our first contact with Wain- 
wright. ‘was made when a small 
rotary plow belonging to the Army: 
Camip came up and connected the 
two towns. This» valiant machine 
also cleared a way through a huge 
drift on 1st Avenue opposite the 
Simmermon residence.

_ PREPARATIONS ARE NOW BEING MADE for taking what is called 
officially “the ninth decennial census of Canada”. The census will be taken 
in June ot this.year and it will provide much .interesting information -re- 
garding changes in*population in Canada since the last census was taken 
in 1941. ‘The last ten years have seen great expansion. in Canada in indus- 
try and in the development of natural resources. They have likewise seen 
unprecedented rises in prices, personal incomés and efnployment rates, 
During a part of that period there has also been considerable immigration 
and.all these factors will in one way or another influence the facts which 
wil! be gathered by census, takers throughout the country.

The taking of the census is important for a number 
Imp-rtant For of reasons. According to the British North America 
Act, representation in the House of Commons is 
Many Reasons based on population, and this is regarded as the 
main legal reason for the decennial census, Payment of provincial subsi- 
dies on a per capita basis too are dependent upon information gained 
through the census. It also shows movements of population from one part 
of the country to another and gives a comprehensive survey of the social 
and -economic progress made in the last ten years. Figures compiled 
through the taking of the census’ are used as guides in the administration 
of many of our public affairs and social services,

Between 1931 and 1941 the population rose from 
Estimates Are 10,376,786 to 11,606,655, an increase of 10.9 per 
cent. In the same period the population of the 
Taken Yearly three Prairie Provinces decreased by a quarter of 
a million persons, while British Columbia gained about 8,000 new citizens 
each year, The first census was gaken in Canada in 1666 and there were 
3,215 persons here in that year. Estimates of population are taken annually 
for purposes of compiling vital statistics and through these, records of 
changes in population are kept. However, the census’which is taken every 
a ten years is the legal basis upon which many matters -pertaining to public 
affairs in Canada are based and the taking of the census in June Of this |
